Briede is leaving for a belter 
position in Alberta at the end of 
March, The whole committee In- 
cluding student members will be 
Interviewing potential candidates 
for the Job opening over the next 
few weeks. 

The committee which was res- 
ponsible for the current changes 
that are now being Installed are 
moving into stage n of the changes. 
The Stage n purposes are to as- 
certiln the n^adte mi **i*s o!thp 
users of Lajrj»tlan Food Ser- 
vices. In order to obU.i ai If* 
•;ut into the considerations two 
•events are happening almost si- 
multaneously: 1) meeting of the 
committee with users of the ser- 
vices In the Great Hall on Tues- 
day* February 13 and 2) a 
prehensive Food Preference Sur- 
vey is being prepared for dis- 
tribution. 

Since the residence college stu- 
dents are the largest single cap- 
tive users of the services, the sur- 
vey will be heavily slanted to 
finding their needs. Other student 
users will be canvassed to allow 
tfieir input to influence the con- 
sideration In potential changes, 
particularly the town studentswho 
ear on campus. A substantial num- 
ber of other users will to 



eluded in the survey - faculty, 
clerical, maintenance, and admin- 
istration. 

Stage n changes revolve around 
the addition and deletion of menu 
Items. However, some potential 
new items require different equip- 
ment to prepare them. Various 
considerations of upgrading food 
services on campus has consumed 
a great deal of time for the mem- 
bers of the committee. Even the 
Board of Governors have used 
the limited time available by a 
request made to have the com- 
mittee prepare a report of food 
services on campus by Feb- 
ruary 10. For those individuals 
Interested in this preliminary re- 
port, copies will be posted on 
some of the bulletin boards en- 
tering the Great Hall and Schooner 

dining areas. 

Sates in the Magic Platter 
(made-to-order sandwiches) are 
doing a brisk trade. Some of the 
better comments have beer that 
students did not believe tha' stu- 
dents could change the food cau-t... 
on campus. Undoubtedly some of 
the success has come from the 
number of students on the com- 
mittee opposed to the present two 
members representing Adminis- 
tration and Food Services* With 
the introduction of two new mem- 
bers, one from faculty and one 
from the staff associations, the 
make up of the committee will 
not be drastically changed due 
to the nature of the needs of 
these various other users as op- 
posed to students - they still 
have to eat.

Record review 



"Don't Shoot Me I'm Only the 
Piano Player" - ELTON JOHN 

En a recent Interview with the 
pn':;s, Elton John said that he was 
not a serious performer, merHv 
someone who wants to write and 
play the piano. He also said that 
it was never his desire to be a 
public performer. The pood Lord 
only knows what Elton John could 
do if he decided to he serious 
about music. He's already the t**st 
male artist In the world and his 
new album Is the most refreshini;, 
and, I dare say the best, thing to 
enter the music scene since Ser- 
geant Pepper, 

"Crocodile Rock", which has 
already been released as asingle, 
Is a fine, solid, rockin' song from 
the 1950's era* Elton's Idea of 
using a piano as background sup- 
port and then abruptly chanpinc, 
to a Farflsa Organ and back again 
was a stroke of genius, "Have 
Mercy On The Criminal" is an 
excellent piece of blues with good 
pillar backing by Davoy John- 
stone. "Blues For Baby And Me" 
is the first blues song that lean 
remember that has a sitar solo. 
"Teacher I Need You" Is another 
great song with lyrics like Chuck 
Berry's "musex", I could raveon 
and on about the merits of this 
album, but there's no real point 
to doing that. Every song has a 
different flair . which mikes It 
unique and there's not one weak 
cut on the album. 

Elton John proves on this al- 
bum, once and for alt, that he has 
a complete knowledge of the key- 



board, tils skill with a piano, the 
way that he can make a piano not 
only rock but talk, Is second only 
to Jerry Lee Lewis In his prime. 

Ttie usage of trumpets and sax- 
ophones, not only as background 
twit for solos surprised tne son*- 
what. Nothing gets drowned ■ m 
and this rather strange combin- 
ation (completely different fr«n 
the Chicago- B.S. a T. scene) re- 
sults In rock music of the fln**M 
quality. 

Elton John's ability is not res- 
tricted to his piano or his ar- 
ranging, his song lyrics are ex- 
cellent* A quick check of pre- 
vious albums reveals material 
like "All the Nasties" which was 
a tongue-in-cheek song, dedicated 
to the press. At that tltne,thecrl- 
tlcs were blasting Elton for not 
living up to the superstar lmac.e 
which they had created for him. 

Elton's humourous nature is 
experienced In my favourite sonp 
on the album cntltled"TexanLov> 
Son?". I can't help but chuckle 
cvorytlme I think about it. Who 
else would have the nerve to put 
a country flavoured song on an 
album of rock and blues? Who else 
would dare to sine M Kl-t-ylppie- 
yl-yl" in any song? The lyrics 
poke fun at the red-neck Archie 
Bunker prototypes who are against 
youth because they're youth. (J.R. 
Meakes, can you recognize your-

Dear Lynt 

It certainly would be a very sad 
state of affairs If nobody bothered 
to enlighten the student body about 
Ui» situation in the School M 
Translators and If the letter 
wrlllen by "Students for a Demo- 
cratic Translating School" were 
considered to be an honest or 
even a clear-headed appraisal 
of the very unfortunate state of 
affairs existing in the School's 
third year class. There is nothing 
like misinformation, misunder- 
standing and an overdose of bias 
to create bad feeling. 

Laurentian happens to have an 
undergraduate program In trans- 
lation offered by the School of 
Translators and Interpreters, re- 
cognized by the Federal Govern- 
ment's Bureau of Translation, 
Secretary of State Department. 
As the L.U. calendar states, "the 
School welcomes the admission of 
students who can claim Advance! 
Standing status In respect of pre- 
vious studies. They may com- 
plete their B.S.L. by taking a 
minimum of twelve courses over 
two years/* This year 12 individ- 
uals (not 15) fall into this cate- 
gory of second degree students. 
We come from a variety of un- 
iversities and have had a wide 
range of undergraduate programs. 
A few of us have worked for 
several years (not as transla- 
tors!!) before returning to school. 
Only 3 of these 12 are franco- 
phone* (There Is only one franco- 
phono in the third year class who 
has been at L.U. for first and 
second year as well.) 

It was a rather interesting 
"class*' for a student from else- 
where to be plunged into. White a 
good number of us at first were 
concerned that we might be con- 



siderably behind the people who 
had already had two solid years 
of a translator's course (which, 
one would suspect, should be more 
intensive in the technical aspects 
of translating than any language 
and literature course (hat most 
universities have been prone to 
offer would be), we found some- 
thing quite different. It was in 
fact some of these third year stu- 
dents who felt very threatened by 
people from otherunlversltles (the 

myth of the B.A. as something 
meaningful is slow to evaporate). 
One girl actually never showed - 
up for classes all first term 
Students who had been in Hit' 
School's programs In previous 
years informed us that the first 
fwn years of the program had not 
been exactly overwhelming, either 
in the quality of the courses or 
In terms of the workload. In fact, 
we learned that many of the third 
year class had not attended class 
rooilarly in second year, nor had 
the course load been such that 
much work had been done. As a 
result, the students in third year 
who have been at Laurentian since 
first year possibly have a dif- 
ferent approach from the maturity 
M us who have come from tilchlv 
competitive schools. Certainly 
their attitude Is different from the 
outlook of those of us who b.ive 
unrked for several ye*rs ;md 
realize how desperately InduM- 
rii'usly and consistently one ha* 
to work to be considered for 
jobs of an even remotely inn r- 

esting nature. 

because I haven't been at I .1*. 
tor 3 years and because I'm |kw*» 
stbJy unaware of many of the 
factors Influencing the present 
set-up of the School of Transla- 
tors, I hesitate to criticize pcopl* 
who have stuck with this course 
in the hopes that some kind of 
Improvement would transpire 
However, there are a few "ter- 
minological Inexactitudes" In the 
letter which apply only to this 
year. I feel these should be clar- 
ified. Though the writers say" We, 
who believed that the School would 
become something are now bcin* 
compared unfavourably with the 
B.A.'s. We certainly don't expect 
to do as welt as them, but we do 
not expect to drop from an A to 
a failure because of unfair crit- 
icism/' The third year class has 
had more French and certainly 
more translating than some of 
us with B.A.'s (a number of us 
have three year B.A/s - that's 
just one more year than the stu- 
dents in third year at present). 
Their translations are not criti- 
cized In comparison with others. 
They are marked for errors and 
marks are deducted for errors. 
However, If THEtp translations 
set a fairly low mark, the pro- 
fessor in charge of the course, 
in an attempt to placate these 
students, arbitrarily adds 10 or 
15 or more marks!!! (This Is 
Student Power?!) Some of us find 
this unfair, not, I hope, out of 
pettiness, but because we work 
pretty damned hard on our trans- 
lations whereas some of these 
characters don't even bother to 
consult dictionaries thoroughly 
(which, it may be argued by lin- 
guists, could be a good thing). 
However, pandering to the whims 
of students Is not going to result 
in a School that becomes some- 
thing. It's certainly poor pro- 
fessional training too. 

Attendance on the part of this 
little radical group Is often poor, 
and at best, classes that are un- 
avoidably painful and tedious 
sometimes become even boring 
when they are slowed to a greater 
extent by poor preparation. 

* 



Should this pair of students 
really exert pressure and should 
"removal of theprofessor" really 
result, the situation would be more 
than unfortunate. Since this pro- 
fessor happens to be competent, 
especially considering this par- 
ticular course, In the minds ofthe 
majority of the students (B.A.'s 
and non~B.A/s alike), it is likely 
the class would have to set the 
thinking of this unhappy Mile neg- 
ative element In a more reali.stir 
direction. They are only doing as 
well as they are doing now bv 
exertfns "Student Power" and by 
complaining surreptitiously to 
other professors and mouth- 
pieces - a most dehumanizing 
mode of attack, especially con* 
filtering theprofessor(s)lnvovlH| ( 

I hesitate to state my ris* 
since I dislike unpleasantness and 
sometimes find human nature hard 
to fathom at best, without digging 
into Its murky depths. Neverthe- 
less, 1 would late to see one id 
ih« few positive elements in 111* 
School destroyed by a few radical 

bastards who should hear what 
others have to say and care cnoucli 
to do something co-operative n> 
remedy the situation.

"Leaving Home**, one of the finalists in 
the recent Chalmers' Award competition 
for the best Canadian play, will be pre- 
sented at Sudbury Theatre Centre (the old 
INCO hall on Frood Rd.) from Febmary 12 
to February 17 starting at 8:30. 

David French's play writes a new chaptei 
in the history of fine Canadian theatre, 
treating with conviction and intimate under- 
standing this tableau of an old man out o 
Newfoundland wlro discovers that he cannoi 
cope with the reality of his sons* need tc 
leave home. Ho cannot live without them, 
but he knows he can no longer live with 
thorn, either, and the confusion awl dospali 
wherein he finds himself sparks cathartic 
raue. He drives them out. 

•'Leaving Home" could not rightly be 
called a coiredy, except perhaps in the 
Shakespearian sense of a series of crises 
dealt with, and culminating with a non- 
tragic ending; but it could not rightly be 
termed a tragedy, either, since everyone 
winds up with what they justly deserve. 
If one were pressed to sum the play In a 
word, that word might be documentary. 
Oh, I don't mean one of those hideous little 
numbers run off by Canada Film Board 
about people dying In .Algeria* or seals 
getting the axe; rather, it is documentary 
in the sense that the characters, the plot 
and the circumstances of "Leaving Home" 
are reflections of a way of life familiar to

Bissau and the Cape Verde Islands was 
assassinated Saturday, January 20th. There 
was International condemnation of the mu rder 
perpetrated by Portuguese agents. 

Messages from African heads of state, 
C«ba t Chile, the Soviet Union and Inde- 
pemtant groups fn the "free world** «- 
pressed sympathy for the murdered leader 
ml reaffirmed their solidarity with his 
cause. The Revolutionary Government of 
Cuba declared January 23rd a national day 

of mourning. 

President Sekou Tour* from Guinea Rave 
a strong condemnation and called on African 
nations and progressive nations throughout 



the world to step uo their aid toUberation 
movements. Because of Tourers firm sup- 
port for CabraPs PA1GC and other groups 
fighting Imperialism, his own country has 
been subjected to invasions and other har- 

rassments. 
President Boumedienne of Algeria, caned 

on all African people to ".-increase their 
vigilance and close ranks in the struggle 
against colonialism and imperialism/' 

Chile's Salvador AHende described Cabral 
as "a martyr of the African people's struggle 
for independance and the final eradication of 
colonialism from that continent/' 

There was also widespread criticism of 
American support of Portugal colonial ad- 
ventures. Canada is Implicated by our Nato 
ties with Portugal. Another blow for "free- 
dom and democracy". __

The last couple of SCA's here 
at Laurentian have been getting 
more and more business oriented, 
and as far as actual student needs 
go, have been a dismal failure. 
The Student community encom- 
passes more activities than that 
of generating funds, (the result 
of which we never see) and these 
other facets, cultural and intel- 
lectual, should be provided for. 
An SGA composed of our co- 
operative slate would concern It- 
self primarily with the develop- 
ment of student life, through con- 
ferences and speakers, for we 
are definitely not In a class with 
Wall Street Profiteers, 

The student body Is being fin- 
ancially bled bythe Administration 
as well. 

In addition to the tuition in- 
creases and the raising of the 
OSAp loan celling, the Admin- 
istration has already decided to 
raise residence fees for ne** year. 
This was done without any con- 
sultation with the SGA or con- 
cerned students. Having lived in 
residence for two years, I know 
that the extra $50-1100, plus- the 
cost of shopping and/or eating on 
campus, on top of the fee Increase 
and ANOTHER raise In the OSAP 
loan ceiling bringing It to $1,000, 
Is too much to expect students to 
absorb. The SGA should be ac- 
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clsions which affect the greater 
part of our students. 

In closing I would like to in- 
vite anyone who wishes, to come 
and see us and voice their opin- 
ions. Ours Is a slate built on a 
co-operative policy, through 
people.

With the limited free space made 
available to eachcandit!ate,the!s- 
sties can easily be expou tided again 
here. However, let's be con- 
structive and discuss other ra- 
tional Ideas needed bold in SGA 
and on campus: increased student 
parity at all levels (Including 
Board of Governors) and a solid 
workable communication policy. 

Democratic representation at 
Laurentian appears to be a farce, 
both In ideal and reality. Lau- 
rentian Is still In the dark ages - 
on the Board of Governors, 34 
members, 2 non-voting student 
members; in Senate, 5G members, 
7 non-voting members, 6 voting 
students; and numerous com- 
mittees without parly. Until the 
Food Service Committee came 
along I personally have not heard 
of any other committee with stu- 
dent parity. Are students not cap- 
able of belnp involved In the policy- 
making system? One answer has 
been lack of numbers of students 
interested. Yet, decisions are re- 
peatedly being made that rip stu- 
dents off; high rental costs forthe 
new single student residence, high 
cost and poor quality of food, 
Increased student fees, dropping of 
courses, and occasionally whole 
departments with extremolv 
llmlted student involvement. As 
users and products of this ed 
u rational system, surely students 
have a need to be involved. 

The lack of clear dissemination 

oMnformation channels on campus 
has also given rise to limiting 
students' Involvement andpossible 
participation. Reaction to poor 
Information or no information in 
the present system of commun- 
ications ranges from apathy 
through to alienation.

The dominant characteristic of 

the present SGA Is Its alienation 
from the Laurentian student body. 
Most students feel that the SGA 
does next to nothing and that the 
Utile that Is attempted Is In the 
wrong areas or improperly done 
or both.

with Laurentian, the Vees wold 
probably get the nod. Hero is why:

In fact, at the end of the 
game, only the York goaltender 
shook hands with the Laurentian 
team*
